Jesus is coming soon. Where? Up 
in the air. 1 Thess. 4:13-17. When? At 
the last trump. 1 Cor. 16:51-53. Who 
for? Those who are looking for Him. 
Heb. 9:28. These storms, floods, earth- 
quakes, wars, and rumors of war only 
foreshadow the awful things that are 
to take place after the rapture. Jesus 
says these are only the beginning of 
sorrow. Matt. 24:8. There are two 
parts or phases of His coming, and 
unless we read and compare Scrip- 
tures we may get them set together 
wrong and get them in a jumble, or 
make them cross each other, and 
therefore, they fail to harmonize. It 
is as necessary to put the Scriptures 
together right as it is to rightly di- 
vide them. At 1 Thess. 4:14-17 we are 
taught that He is coming in the air, 
and those who are ready, both dead 
and living, will be caught up together 
to meet the Lord in the air, and so 
shall we ever be with the Lord. 1 Cor. 
15:52, 54 teaches us that the living 
will be changed from mortal to im- 
mortal in the twinkling of an eye. 1 
Thess. 5:2 tells us that He is coming 
as a thief, for when they say, Peace 
and safety, then shall sudden destruc- 
tion come upon them, and they shall 
not escape. This is the condition of 
the world now, and is only an index 
finger pointing to His soon coming. In 
the fourth verse Paul says, But ye, 
brethren, are not in darkness, that 
that day should overtake you as a 
thief. Verse 5. Ye are all children 
of light ana the children of the day. 
Verse 6. Therefore let us not sleep, 
as do others; but let us watch and 
be sober. . 

At Matt. 24:42 Jesus says, Watch 
therefore for ye know not when your 
Lord doth come; but know this, that 
if the goodman of the house had 
known in what watch the thief would 
come, he would have watched and 
would not have suffered his house to 
be broken up, therefore be ye also 
ready for in such an hour as ye think 
not the Son of man cometh. Matt. 24:- 
37 tells us of the wickedness of the 
people in the days of Noe. And they 
knew not till the flood took them all 
away, so also shall the coming of the 
Son of man be. Verse 40 says, Then 
shall two be in the field; the one 
shall be taken and the other left. 
Why? Because one had failed to watch 
and be ready. Verse 41. Two women 
shall be grinding at the mill; one 
shall be taken and the other left. 
Why? She had failed to watch and be 
ready. Luke 17:34 tells us that two 
men shall be in one bed; the one shall 
be taken, and the other left. Why? 
One had failed to watch, and be ready. 
At the 37th Verse the disciples asked 
Him, Where Lord? Where shall they 
be taken to? And He said unto them, 
Wheresoever the body is thither will 
the eagles be gathered together. We 
all know that the body here is typical 
of the body of our Lord, and the 
eagles are a type of the eagle saints, 
and when our Lord appears in bodily 
resurrected form and in the air, we, 
the eagle saints, will go to meet Him, 
whether this body be dead or alive. 
Remember that the Bible nowhere 
teaches that any body will see Him at 
this appearing in the air except those 
who are ready, watching and waiting 
for Him. The world (worldly people) 
will be so asleep, or drunk on sin and 
sinful pleasure that they will not 
know at that time that Jesus has come 
and caught His people away. No doubt 
they will soon think and know, for 
altho’ they call us cranky now, then 
they will miss us and believe what we 
now tell them but it will then be too 
late. Heb. 9:28 tells us that Jesus will 
appear the second time to those who 
look for Him (not to the world). I 
fear many are doing as our Lord said 
they would do and saying, My Lord 
delayeth His coming. Matt. 24:48. 

According to the Bible if we put any- 
thing between now and the coming of 
the Lord to catch away those who are 
watching and waiting for Him, we 
are saying, My Lord delayeth His 
coming. According to the Scriptures 
there is not one thing to take place 
before He comes. Some say this Gos- 
pel of the kingdom must be preached 
in all the world before He comes, but 
Jesus does not say so. In Matt. 24:3 
the disciples asked Jesus privately 
(away from any one), When shall 
these things be? Jesus had just told 
them of the awful destruction of Je 





rusalem, and they wanted to know 
when that would be and what would 
be the sign of His coming and of the 
end of the world (or age, for this 
world will have no end, but shall be 
changed). Psa, 102:25, 26. Heb. 1:10- 
12. Jesus, after telling of the destruc- 
tion of Jerusalem, tells them of the 
great tribulation that is to come on 
the whole earth, Matt. 24:3-26, and His 
coming to catch His bride away, but 
He makes no distinction between the 
catching away or the rapture, and the 
time He comes to the earth 
to take possession and reign on 
the earth one thousand years as King 
of kings. The 24th chapter of Matthew 
speaks of both, but makes no distinc- 
tion between times. Just as in John 
5:28, 29 He speaks of the resurrection 
of the just and unjust but makes no 
distinction as to time, however at 
Rev. 20:5 we learn that there are one 
thousand years or more between them. 
Matt. 24:4-26 tells of the awful de 
struction of Jerusalem, the tribula- 
tion, and the end of the age, but we 
must get the distinction from other 
Scriptures. Matt. 24:14 says, This gos- 
pel of the kingdom must be preached 
in all the world for a witness to all 
nations, and then shall the end conte. 
Notice He did not say the rapture, 
but the end. At the destruction of Je 
rusalem is the time that Jesus said, 
Woe to them that are with child and 
to them that give suck. Why? Because 
it will be hard for them to escape to 
the mountains as Jesus had just told 
them. Verse 20. “Pray that your 
flight {to,the mountains) be not in 
Winter;” because they would suffer 
from: cold. “Nor on the Sabbath day.” 
He was speaking to the Jews. The 
law would not allow them to travel 
but seven-eighths of a mile on the 
Sabbath day and that would not be far 
enough for them to get to safety. V.

OUR LIFE IN CHRIST

Lying out far beyond and above the 
low carnal living is a life divine, super- 
natural, moulded and blest by the 
Spirit in touch with the eternal world; 


yet it is in reach of everyone who will 
have it, who will leave the sensual life 
in the low plains and enter in by faith. 
lt is the life from above brought unto 
us by Christ Himself who said, I am 
come that ye might have life. Because 
I live ye shall live also. I am the way, 
the truth, and the life. I am the resur- 
rection, and the life. I am the bread 
of life. In Him was life. The life was 
the light of men. Whosoever believeth 
in him should not perish but have 
eternal life. And this is the record 
that God hath given to us, eternal life. 
This life is in His Son because 
God sent His only begotten Son into 
the world that we might live thru Him. 
I live, yet not I, but Christ liveth in 
me. When Christ who is our life shall 
appear, then shall ye also appear with 
him in glory. 

Man has his eyes so fixed on his 
Own schemes, science, and inventions 
that he is overlooking God. The boast- 
ed progress of our times has so aaz- 
zled him with its secondary light that 
he cannot see the’ glorious Son of 
righteousness that is shining in the 
firmament of God’s heaven. The 
enemy is doing his utmost to get the 
supernatural out of the Bible, out of 
our individual lives, and reduce re 
ligion to a human science, obliterating 
everything that cannot be explained 
from natural causes. Man thinks him+ 
self all-sufficient to achieve his own 
destinies and bring about his highest 
development,happiness and usefulness. 
But over against this stands God’s re- 
velation of the supernatural. Let us 
look at it until it shall dwarf our hu- 
man pride and break our unbelief. 

The first sentence in the Bible 
brings us face to face, not with men, 
not level with nature, but with God. 
Long before we reach the verb created, 
there is an emphatic pause and the 
infinite Deity stands before us filling 
immensity and embosoming within 
His own bosom the whole of crea- 
tion. The Book begins with God. It 
would be blessed if every life had the 
same beginning. We turn to the last 
message and we find that the Bible 
closes with God. Between these two 
extreme lines the whole story of re- 
demption for the spirit, soul and body 
is fully given. 

The apostle in Rom. 6 gives two 
statements which give us some idea 
as to what this life is. Even so we also 
should walk in the newness of life and 
yield ourselves to God as those that 
are alive from the dead. This is the 
divine invitation to the human being 
of a new life communicated directly 
from God by the Spirit thru Christ our 


Lord. It is not moral elevation nor self-! 


improvement nor doing or being better 
by nature. It is a miracle of divine 
grace, a new creation in Christ which 
made Nicodemus look with wonder in 
the face of Christ and ask how can 
these things be. He who has this life 





is born not of blood nor of the will of 
the flesh nor of the will of man, but of 
God, and therefore is a new creature 
in Christ, a new order of being in the 
eyes of the angels as marvelous as 
when Adam stepped out into Eden’s 
bliss manteled with the light of the 
glory of God. 

In this new life we enter economy 
with a new relationship with God as 
sons (John 1:12) and enter at once 
the heavenly family, enjoying all the 
blessings flowing frcm our heavenly 
Father’s heart of the tenderest love, 
being heirs of God and joint heirs with 
Christ to an inheritance incorruptible 
and undefiled and that fadeth not 
away, reserved in Heaven for you (1 
Peter 1: 4) that in the ages to come 
He might show the exceeding riches 
of His grace in his kindness toward 
us thru Christ Jesus (Eph. 2:7). It 
is by Christ in His resurrected life 
thru the eternal Spirit that we are 
quickened into this life and become 
members of His body, of His flesh and 
of His bone (Eph. 5:30). In the very 
deepest sense His very life becomes 
ours and we are one with Him, taking 
from Him healing, health, and life, 
entering into the fellowship of His 
love, intercession and suffering, being 
conformed to His image from glory to 
glory to be like Him when He shall 
appear for we shall see Him as He is 
(Rom, 8:29; 2 Cor. 3:18; 1 John 3:1, 
2). It is now we live thru Him and it 
is He in us which is the hope of glory 
(Col. 1:27). He says because I live ye 
shall live also. The life which I now 
live in the flesh I live by faith of the 
Son of God who loved me and gave 
Himself for me. When Christ who is 
our life shall appear, then shall ye also 
appear with him in glory (John 14:19; 
Gal. 2:20; Col. 3:4). 

This life must be lived in the law 
of the Spirit of life in Christ Jesus for 
it is separate from the law of the car- 
nal commandment and free from the 
low loose sensuality of the fallen crea- 
ture by the death and resurrection of 
Christ who according to His abundant 
mercy hath begotten us again unto a 
living hope (Rom. 8:2; Gal.5:25). It 
is not our own righteousness which 
is of the way, but it is that righteous- 
ness which is thru the faith of Christ, 
the righteousness which is of God by 
faith (Phil. 3:9). It is not merely the 
tender mercy of God overlooking our 
fall, but it is God’s righteousness set- 
tling our account and putting us right 
with Him. He desires that believing on 
His Son we shall stand approved in 
His presence, not by our own works 
but by the righteousness of His Son 
(1 Cor. 1:30). 

God in His loving mercy meets us at 
the very threshold, when guilty and 
excluded from His favor, and clothes 
us in the very merits of His own Son, 
enabling us to look in the face of the 
throne and witness that we are accept- 
ed in the beloved counted righteous in 
His sight, knowing that He took our

lead up to the major discussion and 
conclusion at this time. In the first 
and second articles the treatment was 
purely arbitrary but was necessary in 
a logical treatment. With your Bible 
and a good dictionary before you, you 
are now ready to take up the present 
subject. 


LET US REASON TOGETHER, saith 
the Lord.” 

Reason is well defined in Webster’s 
Collegiate Dictionary and is used here 
in the first definition. So also thesis 
as used here signifies a statement or 
proposition that is capable of proof by 
deduction or logic. Antithesis then is 
the reverse or the contrary to reason 
or of the thesis. Our thesis then being 
God demands pure reason of the 
church membership as a whole. The 
reverse or antithesis, God doth not de- 
mand anything of the membership of 
His church. 

THE THESIS: “God demands pure 
reason of the church membership.” 

We see clearly by the text, which if 
taken as an individual or as a single 
statement, that it can be used in an 
entire series of arguments. It can be 
used in preaching to the sinner or to 
any group of business or professional 
men and women. But when we take 
it as a thesis,*it becomes necessary 
to prove its logical sequence by trac- 
ing every root, branch or etymological 
significance of its meaning. This is

Therefore, we ask why the necessity 
of this scathing and direct denuncia- 
tion of a chosen people? These people 


the same exactitude that many believe 
they are following Christ today. They 
have apparently backslidden and don’t 
know it. Do they? Most assuredly they 
do. If I should perchance to lose a wal- 
let containing my worldly wealth, do 
you think for an instance that I would 
know it? This is an absurdity in it- 
self. When the experience has leaked 
from pure Christian experience there 
is no longer a necessity of knowledge 
in its loss. The loss is self deductive. 
We induce an electric current or @ 
reaction by the application of well de 
fined natural principles or an organic 
or inorganic nature which we term 
elemental. We induce faith, grace and 
godliness by direct application of di- 
vine principles which we eall in this 
thesis, prayer and supplication. 

THE ANTITHESIS: “God demands 
nothing of the Christian.” 


In a strict logical view this is very 
much opposed to our general belief 
and conception of correctly living a 
Christ life. We have been wrong in 
this conception and belief. For, if God 
demanded action of us through reason, 
then we would be under obligation to 
carry this into effect and there would 
be a direct consequence attached to 
it as a penalty. Now just turn to the 
5th chapter of Romans and read from 
the 6th to the end of the chapter. Do 
you see that the act is one that comes 
as a direct consequence to Christian 
living and not through any demand 
upon us by Christ our Redeemer. We 
do it willingly. Hence, the antithesis 
makes the first score. 

THE THESIS: Isa. 1:3, “The ox 
KNOWETH his owner, and the ass his 
master’s crib: BUT ISRAEL (the 
Christian) DOTH NOT KNOW, MY 
PEOPLE DOTH NOT CONSIDER 
(Reason).” 

Just what is the reference here? 
Why does Jehovah God say, They do 
not know and do not consider? Why 
does He exhort them (verse 18) to 
come and reason? Of what benefit 
will this reason deduce? We know 
that fundamental error is one of the 
most difficult things to deal with,solve 
or overcome. Israel or the Christian 
church is in fundamental error and 
for this they are exhorted to come and 
reason. The purpose being that they 
might overcome this condition and 
more correctly and ‘righteously serve 
the cause of the Church and Christ. It 
was because of this that the Holy 
Ghost was given. That the Divine 
Spirit of God might be the reasoner, 
deducer or guide of the baptized life. 
It seems that the fundamental error 
was the worship of Ishtar. Ishtar was 
the sex goddess of ancient Babylon. 
Sodomy and gommorium are two 
fundamental diseases we know in 
psychiatry as sex perversion. Hence 
you may read Vs. 9 to 17 inclusive. 
Thus we are able to understand the 
principle a priory. This fundamental- 
ly is the condition of the nations of 
the earth today. Moral decay is the 
corruption of a people whenever and 
wherever Ishtar is worshipped. In 
direct consequence according to the 
thesis, we have this perversion in our 
spiritual lives. We think of the created 
to the exclusion of the Creator. The 
terminology of the matter is loss of 
spirituality and separation from God. 
It is for this reason that Isaiah was 
told to direct the statement in a voice 
of thunder against Israel. It was to 
this end that God asked them to come 
and reason with Him. When we come 
and reason with God we are fundamen- 
tally better than before.

21, For then shall be great tribulation 
such as was not since the beginning 
of the world to this time, no, nor ever 
shall be. This proves that He was 
speaking of the great tribulation we 
are looking forward to just after the 
rapture. The 22nd verse says, And ex- 
cept those days should be shortened, 
there should no flesh be saved; but 
for the elect’s sake those days shall 
be shortened. We know from these 
and other Scriptures that that is go- 
ing to be a time of great suffering, 
and the only way to escape it is to 
be ready to be caught away out of 
it when Jesus comes, and be at the 
Marriage Supper in the air. 

He then tells them of the coming 
of false christs and how they may 
know them. Then in V. 27, as the 
lightning cometh out of the east and 
shineth urto the west, so shall the 
coming of the Son of man be. V. 28 
seems to refer to the time when the 
eagle saints will gather to Him whose 
body was slain for the world. The 
29th verse says; Immediately after 
the tribulation of those days shall the 
sun be darkened, and the moon shall 
not give her light, and the stars shall 
fall from heaven, and the powers of 
the heavens shall be shaken. And 
then shall appear the sign of the Son 
of man in heaven. Then is when He 
shall come from His place in the 
air to this earth with power and great 
glory, and Dan. 7:13 says, with the 
clouds of heaven. That is the time 
when Acts 1:11 shall be fulfilled. He 
went away in the clouds; He is com- 
ing back in the clouds of Heaven. That 
is when every eye shall see Him. Rev. 
1:7. Behold, He cometh with clouds, 
and every eye shall see him, and they 
who pierced Him and all kindreds of 
the earth shall wail because of Him, 
then will be fulfilled Rev. 19:11-21 
when He shall come riding on a white 
horse. Rev. 19:14, the armies of heav- 
en followed on white horses, clothed 
in fine linen white and clean. V. 16. 
And he had on his vesture and on his 
thigh a name written, KING OF 
KINGS, AND LORD OF LORDS. Then 
will be the time when the antichrist 
and the kings of the earth will be 
gathered together to make war against 
Christ and His army, but the anti- 
christ shall be taken, and the false 
prophet; these shall be cast alive in- 
to the lake of fire, burning with brim- 
stone. The rest of the antichrist’s 
armies shall be slain with the sword 
that proceedeth out of the mouth of 
Him, and all the fowls were filled 
with their flesh. Be sure and read 
Rev. 19:11-21 for space cannot be 
furnished in the Evangel to print all 
these Scriptures. 

We learn from Zech, 14th chapter 
that when Jesus comes to reign on the 
earth He will first set His feet on Mt. 
Olivet, no doubt in my mind, in the 
very place they were when He ascend- 
ed up to heaven to His Father. He 
now has received the kingdom and 
comes to take possession and reward 
His faithful servants. Read Matt. 
25:14-30 and Luke 19:12-27. Let us not 
allow the devil to becloud our minds 
and make us think that there is any-

to the most stubborn and the most 
dumb members of the entire animal 
family, the ox and the ass.

Again the 
fundamental error of that life is that 
it is made up of a large number of 
complications each having a direct 
terminus in sin.

You feel that you 
have been mistreated or neglected by 
the minister of that church and an 
endless number of other conditions all 
of which terminate in the little word 
sin.

Do you keep consecrated mind, body 
and soul unto the Lord? These are 
but a few conditions that show that

and this scriptural lesson is directed. 
Therefore, if we were as reasoning as 
the ox or the ass set forth in the 3rd 
verse, we would be able to be more 
thankful for those beneficent blessings 
of God than we are at present. Per- 
haps I may refer you to Genesis 4:7. 
This applies to all of us. If we do well 
we will be accepted. So we are able to 
understand that in each instance the 
thesis and the antithesis come in di- 
rect conflict. We are expected to do 
well; commanded to do well; exhort- 
ed and besought to do well. If we do 
not well, then sin lieth at our door. 
Christians are not reasoning, consider- 
ate members of the body of Christ 
and are therefore subject to an almost 
infinite number of temptations, fal- 
lacies and fundamental errors that 
conflict directly with the demands of 
the Christian life and the welfares of 
the church as a whole. 

Just what God demands of us as 
members of that congregation of the 
righteousness remains for each indi- 
vidual to seek for himself or herself.
